Money can buy 
you happiness, 
when you’re 5 

My 5-year-old is developing an interest in money and— at the risk of 
being labeled a socialist by Glenn Beck— I’m not finding it enjoyable. 

He now has $i.i8 in his possession, but at his wealthiest he was 
carrying around $2.42. An on-clearance toy car whose main feature, 
touted on the packaging, was that it “breaks upon sight!” wiped out 
half his savings. 

My son earns his money by declaring that any coins on the floor in 
our home belong to him. In most homes, that probably wouldn’t be a 
livable wage for a 5-year-old. But every night after work when I take 
off my pants in the living room, the 3 pounds of change I’ve amassed 
during the day come pouring out. And I don’t care for bending. 

So what’s there to be upset about? A red-blooded American kid is 
supposed to have a piggy bank and learn the importance of saving or, 
short of that, borrowing from China. 

But as the value of money becomes clearer to him, the nice il- 
lusion that everything he gets requires no exchange of something 
in return will disappear. It won’t be my son’s first lesson in the 
unfairness of things (that happened when I told him he’s genetically 
predisposed to having back hair by age 12), but it’ll still be one of 
the biggest. 

My wife and I aren’t helping. Last weekend, the three of us were in 
a kids T-shirt store— a store with an array of colorful, unique T-shirts. 
And then they had the ones on sale. 

“You can get one of THOSE,” my wife and I said in something 
close to unison. 

Hearing myself tell my son that $18 was too much for a kids T-shirt 
(which it is) sent me back to junior high. After ii years of not know- 
ing what a brand name was, my first real lesson at my new school was 
that it was “essential” to own a Ralph Lauren Polo shirt. 

So my mother took me to Calvert’s. Calvert’s claim to fame was a 
giant bin of polos for dirt-cheap prices, each of which had the little 
horse and polo player sewn somewhere other than on the left side of 
the chest. 

Right now, everything about money for my son is the opposite of 
what it is for most people: fun. 

“Look at all my moneys!” he says. 

“You mean. Took at all my money’ ” I say 

“No, Daddy I do mean ‘monies.’ People who understand finance 
can employ the plural.” 

So, OK, he didn’t say that last line. Heck, he doesn’t understand 
the difference between a dime and a penny 

If you’re going to be into money, it’s a nice stage, I suppose, to be 
at. But it won’t be long before he learns money doesn’t grow in rugs.

A federal judge declared California’s ban on same- 
sex marriage unconstitutional Wednesda}^ saying 
that no legitimate state interest justified treating 
gay and lesbian couples differently from others and 
that “moral disapproval” was not enough to save the 
voter-passed Proposition 8. 

California “has no interest in differentiating 
between same-sex and opposite-sex unions,” U.S. 
District Chief Judge Vaughn R. Walker said in his 
13 6 -page ruling. The ruling was the first in the coun- 
try to strike down a marriage ban on federal con- 
stitutional grounds. Previous cases have cited state 
constitutions. 

It touched off celebrations nationwide, including 
in Chicago. About 200 supporters of gay equality 
rallied at Daley Plaza and moved on to Millennium 
Park. 

Gay rights activists at Daley Plaza said they re- 
alized the results of their decades-old struggle for 
equal rights as they celebrated a federal judge’s deci- 
sion to overturn California’s gay-marriage ban. 

“Looking back, I think I appreciate it a little bit 
more than some younger people who may not realize 
how far we’ve come,” said Jerry Pritikin, 73. 

Organizers from Join the Impact Chicago coordi- 
nated with another LGBT organization to facilitate 
the gathering. 

Lindsey Dietzler, 27, a member of Join the Impact, 
said Wednesday’s ruling in California gives the na- 
tionwide equal marriage movement momentum. 

Join the Impact started here after California vot- 
ers passed the ban known as Proposition 8 in 2008, 
said Dietzler, who lives on the North Side. 

Lawyers on both sides expect the ruling to be ap- 
pealed and ultimately reach the U.S. Supreme 
Court during the next few years. 

It is unclear whether California will 
conduct any same-sex weddings 
during that time. Walker stayed 
his ruling at least until Friday, 


when he will hold another hearing. 

In striking down Proposition 8, Walker said the 
ban violated the federal constitutional guarantees of 
equal protection and of due process. 

Previous court decisions have established that the 
ability to marry is a fundamental right that cannot 
be denied to people without a compelling rationale. 
Walker said. Proposition 8 violated that right and 
discriminated on the basis of both sex and sexual ori- 
entation in violation of the equal protection clause, 
he ruled. 

The jurist, a Republican appointee, cited exten- 
sive evidence from the trial to support his finding 
that there was not a rational basis for excluding gays 
and lesbians from marriage. In particular, he rejected 
the argument advanced by supporters of Proposition 
8 that children of opposite-sex couples fare better 
than children of same-sex couples, saying that expert 
testimony in the trial provided no support for that 
argument. 

“The evidence shows conclusively that moral and 
religious views form the only basis for a belief that 
same-sex couples are different from opposite-sex 
couples,” Walker wrote. 

Andy Pugno, a lawyer for the backers of the bal- 
lot measure, said he believed Walker would be over- 
turned on appeal. 

Walker’s “invalidation of the votes of over 7 mil- 
lion Californians violates binding legal precedent 
and short-circuits the democratic process,” Pugno 
said. 

He called it “disturbing that the trial court, in 
order to strike down Prop. 8, has literally accused 
the majority of California voters of having iU and 
discriminatory intent when casting their votes for 
Prop. 8.” 

An estimated 18,000 same-sex couples 
married in California during the months 
it was legal, and the state continues 
to recognize those marriages.

PROPOSITION 8: THE LONG ROAD 
TO THE SUPREME COURT 
Q: What happens next? 

A: The losing side hoped the judge would imme- 
diately issue a stay to stop the ruling from going 
into effect until appeals are filed. The judge did 
just that by granting an immediate stay on the 
ruling. 

Supporters of the voter-approved referendum 
measure in particular were concerned that if they 
lost, same-sex marriages could be performed 
before the judge rules on the stay request, which 
could take several weeks. 

The next step will be for the losing side to an ap- 
peal with the 9th Circuit U.S. Court of Appeals 
in San Francisco, asking it to essentially decide 
whether the judge’s ruling was proper. 

The appeals court has no deadline in which to de- 
cide the constitutional questions, so the waiting 
game could drag on for months. 

Q: How does it get to the Supreme Court? 

A: After the 9th Circuit court rules, lawyers have 
the option of asking the Supreme Court to inter- 
vene, likely the next step instead of another step 
that involves an appeals-court panel. 

The nine justices on the Supreme Court, unlike 
lower courts, have the discretion to deny hearing 
the case. 

If the case is accepted, as would be expected, 
both sides will file a series of written briefs, oral 
arguments would be held, and then a written rul- 
ing is issued. The high court usually releases its 
rulings by June of the annual term that begins in 
October, within a few months at most of hearing 
a case. 

Q: How long will it take to get there, given that 
this is a landmark case? 

A: Depending on how long it takes the appeals 
court to decide how quickly to hear the case and 
then to decide the constitutional questions, it 
could be a year or two before the case reaches 
the Supreme Court, cnn

7 puppies on 
O’Hare-bound 
flight die 

The mysterious 
death this week of 
seven puppies short- 
ly after landing on a 
plane in Chicago has 
rattled the nerves of 
animal lovers. 

On Wednesday, 
investigators were 
looking at factors 
ranging from heat 
stroke to carbon 
monoxide poison- 
ing to pre-existing 
health problems in 
connection with a 
shipment of 14 pup- 
pies inside the cargo 
hold of an American 
Airlines MD-80 plane 
from Tulsa, Okla., to 
O’Hare on Tuesday. 

The dogs, which 
were sent by an 
unidentified com- 
mercial dog-breed- 
ing operation in 
Oklahoma, were to 
make connections at 
O’Hare to flights that 
would take them to 
pet stores in other 
states. Only seven 
of the 14 dogs were 
deemed “airwor- 
thy,” and they were 
placed on the sec- 
ond flight, American 
spokeswoman Mary 
Frances Fagan said. 

Five puppies died 
at O’Hare, and two 
expired either while 
being taken to vet- 
erinarians or after 
arriving at clinics, 
Fagan said, tribune

3 people slightly hurt; brake 
assembly fire extinguished

Three people were being treated for minor 
injuries after passengers were evacuated from 
a United Airlines jet at O’Hare on Wednes- 
day afternoon as fire crews extinguished a 
small fire in the aircraft’s brake assembly 

Emergency slides were deployed from 
United Flight 949 from London’s Heathrow 
Airport and passengers were escorted to the 
terminal, said company spokesman Mike 
Trevino. There were 178 passengers and 12 
crew members on the Boeing 767, he said. 

Three people were slightly hurt as they 
exited the plane, said Larry Langford, a 
Chicago Fire Department spokesman. He 
said two of the victims, both women, suf- 
fered ankle injuries and a man complained 
of chest discomfort. 


All three were taken in good condition to 
Resurrection Medical Center. 

He added that all but 20 people aboard 
needed to be evacuated. He said the tires 
were inflated and the plane was being towed. 

The plane had been scheduled to arrive 
about 3:19 p.m., but landed closer to 4 p.m. 

Langford said emergency evacuations 
were halted after firefighters quickly extin- 
guished the fire. 

Mona Southworth, 56, of Grand Ledge, 
Mich., who was sitting at Gate C28 wait- 
ing for a delayed flight to Anaheim, Calif, 
because of weather, saw people outside the 
terminal and saw five buses take them away 
about 4:30 p.m. 

“There were about 100 people standing 
out on the tarmac,” Southworth said. 

Five ambulances were sent to the scene as 
a standard precaution for airplane emergen- 
cies in Chicago.

Daley speech 
fixes sights 
on the future

Mayor Daley sounded like a politician who’s going to run for 
re-election as he delivered his annual State of the City speech, 
said several aldermen who heard it Wednesday 
Throughout the 40 -minute talk, Daley touched on future 
improvements he thinks are important for Chicago’s success 
in areas of job growth and education. 

“Everything he said had future goals attached to it,” said 
Aid. Latasha Thomas (17th). “He sounded like he at least 
wanted to get that started.” 

Aid. Daniel Solis (25th) said he expects Daley to run again 
to see such long-term plans come to fruition. 

“If those are going to get implemented, he’s the person to 
do it,” Solis said. 

Daley has not said whether he will run for a record seventh 
term in February, though he’s expected to be on the baUot. 

During his speech, Daley said he cannot rule out cutting ser- 
vices “permanently or for a year or two” in a bid to balance next 
year’s budget, but said he would do so only as a last resort. 

Daley also announced a privately funded program aimed at 
bringing more jobs to Chicago. 

The mayor said the Chicago Growth Accelerator will be 
aimed at bringing businesses focused on technology bio-sci- 
ences, alternative energy and manufacturing to town. Funds 
wiU be available through the accelerator program to pay for 
recruitment and job growth, according to a statement. 

Daley also announced the launch of a city loan program for 
small businesses. 

Daley told a hotel ballroom packed with aldermen and city 
department heads that more needs to be done to fight vio- 
lence, his voice cracking as he said he shares the pain of those 
who have lost loved ones. 

The first round of applause from the crowd came when 
Daley touted recent deals to bring Wal-Mart stores to the 
Pullman and Chatham neighborhoods.

WASHINGTON BP’s long and halting 
effort to bring an end to the Gulf of 
Mexico disaster crossed a l^ey threshold 
Wednesday when the company pacl^ed its 
ruptured well full of heavy drilling mud, 
wresting control more than three months 
after the blowout unleashed one of the 
world’s largest oil spills. 

But officials were not ready to declare 
dead the renegade offshore well, and many 
in the gulf region were not about to cel- 
ebrate. 

“We have reached a static condition in 
the well that allows us to have high confi- 
dence that there will be no oil leaking into 
the environment,” retired Coast Guard 
Adm. Thad Allen, the government’s point 


man on the spill, said at a White House 
news briefing. 

Later Wednesday, Allen gave BP the 
go-ahead to pump cement into the well 
through the top. But he continued to em- 
phasize that the battle to permanently seal 
the well would not be over until one of two 
relief wells has bored into it sometime in 
mid-August. 

“Based on the successful completion 
of the static-kill procedure and a positive 
evaluation of the test results, I have au- 
thorized BP to cement its damaged well,” 
Allen said in a statement. “I made it clear 
that implementation of this procedure 
shall in no way delay the completion of the 
relief well.” 


BP CUTS GAS PRICES 

In an effort to help struggling gas sta- 
tions and appease furious consumers 
following the Gulf disaster, BP is lower- 
ing its gasoline prices. Whether the dis- 
counts will translate to lower prices for 
drivers is up to individual station owners. 


Wednesday’s achievement came as the 
government released a report indicating 
that about half the oil released during the 
disaster has evaporated, dissolved or was 
burned, skimmed or collected. 

At the White House, officials hailed 
what they called a “consequential day,” but 
cautioned that it was the end of one phase 
in a decades-long recovery effort.

Sky center Sylvia Fowles isn’t your typi- 
cal basketball star. 

She prefers life out of the spotlight, 
doesn’t necessarily embrace being the 
center of attention and intentionally 
avoids highlight-reel dunks. 

But considering what she’s accom- 
plished on the court for the gold-med- 
al-winning U.S. Olympic team and the 
Sky this year, Fowles is a bona fide su- 
perstar— whether she likes it or not. 

After two seasons slowed by injuries 
and fighting for minutes, the 24-year- 
old center has emerged as a dominating 
force for the success-starved Sky She is 
averaging 18.4 points and 9.9 rebounds, 
leads the league in blocks and has 
racked up a few monster games lately 
including a stat-stuffing 35-point, eight- 
rebound game Sunday at Phoenix, de- 
spite seeing double- and triple-teams 
from many opponents. 

“This is the season we sort of expect- 
ed her to have right from the begin- 
ning,” Sky coach Steven Key said. “We 
were a bit unlucky, and she was a bit un- 
lucky with the two injuries that she had 
her first two seasons. Now we can see 
what she can do, and she’s the biggest, 
baddest thing around.” 

She might be the biggest and baddest, 
but you won’t get her to make that claim. 

“I just never was that person who 
wanted to be the focal point or in the 
spotlight,” Fowles said. “That’s just my personality. Fm very mel- 
low and quiet.” 

Fowles established herself as one of the WNBA’s best by earn- 
ing MVP honors in a 23-point, eight-rebound performance for 
Team USA against the WNBA All-Stars on July 10. 

“^Xb’re proud of her All-Star performance,” Sky guard Erin 
Thorn said. “She wanted to prove she’s the best in the world in 
the post, and I think she did that. She’s killing it this season.” 

With Fowles leading the way the Sky are 12-15 2nd have an 
outside chance to go to the playoffs. 

“It would be great,” Fowles said. “I never got the chance to 


win a championship in college, so it 
would be a great way to top my career 
to win one here.” 

Fowles has had to dominate games 
partially out of necessity. Forward Sh- 
emeka Christon is out with an injury 
And in the offseason the team lost All- 
Star Candace Dupree, who demanded 
a trade because she was growing im- 
patient waiting for the Sky to earn the 
first playoff berth in franchise history. 

It was a move about which Fowles 
has mixed emotions. 

“My biggest thing is that I want her 
to be happy and if leaving made her 
happy I’m all for it,” Fowles said. ‘At 
the same time, it was like, ugh, because 
I look up to her and she was the go-to- 
person, and I was kind of in the back.” 

The background is Fowles’ natu- 
ral habitat and part of the reason she 
chooses to forego the ultimate “look- 
at-me” move, the slam dunk, despite 
standing 6 -foot- 6 and possessing rare 
jumping ability 

“I’ve been dunking since seventh 
grade, and it’s easy to me,” Fowles said. 
“To me it’s just another two points, you 
know?” 

Her last dunk was at last year’s 
WNBA All-Star game, and she has yet 
to dunk in a Sky game, despite pleas 
from fans and occasionally from her 
teammates. 

‘A lot of my teammates are like ‘Oh, if 
I only had your ability and your height, 
I’d be dunking over people all the time,’ ” Fowles said. “But part 
of it is me not wanting to be that focal point.” 

Fowles hears the “too nice” label often, “but the more I hear 
it, the more I dominate. It’s more of a comfort zone and step- 
ping out of that comfort zone,” she said. 

Off the court, however, Fowles is completely comfortable 
being in chill mode all the time. Her hobbies include drawing, 
cooking and knitting. 

“I have an old soul,” Fowles said. “I don’t go out much. I’m the 
party pooper— just ask anyone on the team. I’m just that way”

Carrying the light blue supply backpack is just 
one of several duties Chris Sale will perform as 
the newest member of the White Sox bullpen. 

But manager Ozzie Guillen didn’t shy 
away from his plans for the Sox’s first-round 
pick in the June amateur draft, who was pro- 
moted less than two months after signing a 
$1,656 million bonus.

“K/ng of the Beach” 

(Fat Possum) 

On the opening cut of “King 
of the Beach,” Wavves mas- 
termind Nathan Williams 
assumes a defensive pos- 
ture, snarling, “You’re never 
gonna stop me.” It’s understandable given how 
quickly the scuzzy garage rocker was written 
off following a well-publicized meltdown at 
Barcelona’s Primavera Sound Festival in 2009 
and a tuneless, amateurish performance that 
followed just months later at the Pitchfork 
Music Festival. Yet “King of the Beach” scrapes 
away nearly all the lo-fi noise that clung to 
Williams’ self-titled sophomore effort like so 
many barnacles, revealing a more complex 
portrait of an artist as a young man as Williams 
alternates between defiance (“I’m a hero in my 
own mind”) and self-loathing (“My own friends 
hate my guts”). The tunes also are better, 
whether Williams-backed here by the late Jay 
Reatard’s rhythm section-is channeling the 
Jesus & Mary Chain on “When Will You Come” 
or outdoing the Black Lips on would-be slacker 
anthem “Take On the World.”

Hannibal Buress conunands the comedy scene 
much the way the ancient general he is named 
after commanded the battlefield. 

Variety magazine recently named the West

outside of “SNL.” Asked if he would do drama, 
Buress said yes, but there are some roles he 
would refuse: drug dealers and neighborhood 
toughs. 

“I don’t think Em even being considered for 
that type of stuff,” Buress said. ‘And if I am, 
the people who look at that stuff for me just 
know better than to show it to me.” 

Until he makes it to the small or big screen, 
Buress said his hometown still can see him in 
action. Buress recently performed at Pitch- 
fork, and you can catch his act at the “Gather- 
ing of the Juggalos” in Cave-in-Rock, where he 
will bring the funny for face-painted fans. 

Buress demurred when asked if he was a 
juggalo— a fervent Insane Clown Posse fan— 
but he did say some hip-hop lovers might 
want to take a second look at the “Juggalos” 
schedule before snubbing it. Among those set 
to be featured alongside the Posse: Tone Loc 
and Spice i. 

“They’ve actually got some good acts,” 
Buress said, noting that the supergroup of 
Redman and Methodman also will perform. 
“They definitely seem to have more hip-hop 
than Pitchfork had.”
